Hereſies , namely that of Luther and Calviz ; and now, by the Grace of God, being pur 
into the right way, I deteſt and Anathematiſe the ſaid Herelies, and all other Sets, believing im 
the Holy Catholick, Apoſtolick, and Roman Church, out of which there is no Salvation, and 
making Profeſſion of all that it believeth and profeſſeth, and particularly I Adore the moſt 
Holy Euchariſt, and Holy Sacrament of the Altar, in which is contained the true Body of Jeſus 
Chriſt, with his Soul and Divinity, under the appearance of Bread and Wine : Moreover, I 
invoke and pray all the Saints of Paradice ; and aboveall, the moſt happy Virgin Mary, Mother - 
of God, to help me in my prayers. I do avow, that there are Sevez Sacraments by which Grace 
is communicated ; that there is a Purgatory where Souls are purged after this life ; and I 
acknowledge our Holy Father the Pope to be the Soveraign Paſtor of the Univerſal Church, 
St. Peter's Succeſſor and Vicar of Jeſus Chriſt. Ipromiſe that I will au tar hereafter, till 
my laſt breath, inviolably keep and follow the Faith which this Catholick and Roman 
Church, the Pillar and Ground of Truth maintains and preacheth ; and to procure as much 
as Ican, that it be inviolably obſerved and kept by all that are under me ; fo I Swear befors 


God upon the Holy Goſpel which I touch.
